Gathering the windfalls or picking the 
warm fruit from the trees, washing the ap­ 
ples. turning the grinder, finally squeezing 
out the juice — these are assignments to be 
accepted joyfully. 


The sun has a special affinity for that sort 
of work and those kinds of workers. Under 
such auspices a fellowship of 
Autumn is 
formed which is one of the most delightful 
associations known to man. 


A Waste— Not A Bargain 


'J'HE members of a church 111 an Oregon 
town occasionally give benefit dinners 
to raise funds. 
Last year, it was decided 
to buy a pig on the hoof instead of purchas­ 
ing cuts of pork from a butcher. The mem­ 
bers figured that this would result in a sub­ 
stantial saving, by eliminating the profits 
and the expenses involved in the co mmer­ 
cial distribution of meat. 


But, logical as this seemed, disillusionment 
followed. 
It was 
found 
that the dressed 
pork they got from their pig actually cost 
more per pound than had they bought it 
from a store at the going retail price. Since 
then, 
they have patronized a 
local 
meat 
market. 


The reason the whole pig resulted in a 
cash loss is found in the make-up of the 
animal. 
A 240-pound pig, for instance, sup­ 
plies only about 
100 
pounds of desirable 
cuts, along with 20 pounds of other 
uts 
which arc in small demand. 


Finally, there is some 90 pounds of pig 
which is inedible and 100 percent useless 
to the consumer of meat. 
But it 
is not 
useless to the packer 
They carefully save 
and process all the by-products, and mar­ 
ket them in the form of medicines, leather, 
animal feeds, industrial lubricants and so 
on. 
And the money the packers get in this 
fashion makes it possible to sell meat for 
substantially less than would be the case 
otherwise. 


So—buying that pig on the hoof is a waste 
of money instead of a bargain

FOR ABOUT one half to two thirds of 
the women who are pregnant, the first 
three months of prospective motherhood 
arc 
accompanied

condition known as morning sickness. 
They experience, to a greater or lesser 
degree, nausea and vomiting. Most of 
these women can be helped, although 
s »me of them may even require hospi­ 
talization. 
The cause for vomiting of pregnancy 
has not as yet been determined. 
How­ 
ever, theories prevail blaming the release 
of certain poisons (toxins) within the 
body, or naming infection as the cause. 
Some psychiatrists have gone so far as 
to say that the disease is due' to a form 
of nervousness on the part of the mother. 
The few women who have the severe 
nausea and vomiting of pregnancy must 
Im fed by injection of food into a vein 
for many days until the vomiting has 
ceased.

was 
devised, math' up <rf a special type of 
starch anil carbohydrate solution which 
has been phosphorated. 
Up to 79 percent of the women with 
morning sickness were helped by taking 
Urge doses of this solution. 
Another preparation containing many 
e,f the B complex vitamins, which are 
usually obtained in insufficient amounts 
in the diets of the women with severe 
vomiting, has also been made available 
recently.

TO ALL EMPLOYEES: 
In my letter of September 29, I gave you a report on the strike 
situation and the results of negotiations up to that time. The letters 
and 'phone calls received in response to that letter confirmed our 
impression that your leaders had not seen fit to keep you informed 
and we presume they have not advised you of the latest developments. 


This letter will give you a report on the meeting held Octo­ 
ber 8 at the request of Mr. Charles Schmidt of the Pennsylvania 
Mediation and Conciliation Service. It will also correct implica­ 
tions contained in your President's statement as reported by \ he 
"Mercury" on October 10. 


At the above mentioned meeting, Mr. Robbins presented for your 
Committee a new set of demands as follows:

Your President is quoted in the "Mercury" as saying,."At the 
last meeting (in July) we were told by the body to go out and get a 
better offer. We haven't gotten a better offer and that's why 
there's been no settlement. We will have to wait until the Company 
comes across with a better offer." 
This statement implies that the 


Company has refused to budge from its original position and in 
effect refused to bargain. This is not true. 


As reported in my last letter, at the first meeting on 
July 21 Company Representatives received a list of demands from your 
Committee. At the second meeting on July 28, your Committee was told 
why we could not meet these demands, but at the same time we made a 
percentage offer equal to about 6 cents per hour. This offer was in 
line with settlements made by competitors and still equals the 
average of recent settlements in our industry. If you were present at 
your last Union meeting on July 29, this was the proposal you re­ 
portedly voted to reject, instructing your committee to seek a better 
offer and authorizing a strike. 


At the meeting held on July 31, the Company increased its 
offer to a straight 7 cents and finally,to avert a strike, went to 
S-1':* cents. 
When it became evident that no settlement could be 
reached at that meeting, the Company urged your Committee to permit 
you to continue to work and any settlement agreed to later to be 
retroactive to August 1, 1953. As you know, this proposal was re­ 
jected and as a result, many of you have lost your regular wages for 
practically 11 weeks and all of you have lost the retroactive in­ 
crease which would have accrued during the period of the strike. 


While the Company did not agree to a pension plan at the 
July 31st meeting, it has made a number of proposals on pensions 
since then. 
These are included in the Company's offer presented to 
your Committee before the State Conciliator, Thursday, October 8, 
and summarized as follows: 


1. A general wage increase of 8-V* cents at once. 


2. A pension plan similar to Basic Steel to go into effect 
August 1, 1954, based on a two-year contract with provision 
for further wage reopening in August, 1954, but providing 
also that in the event of failure to agree on those de­ 
mands, there would be no strike or lockout during the 
period of the contract. 


Based on the above, it is hard to understand the implication 
that the Company has refused to improve its offer or to bargain in 
good faith. 


We have more than matched the settlements made by the majority 
of the companies in our industry. 
Since a number of these companies 
are organized by the United Steelworkers of America (C.I.O) we 
cannot understand the reason for the excessive demands made by your 
Committee. Our offer represents the maximum that the Company can 
absorb and remain competitive. The attitude of your Committee can 
only result in continued loss of wages for many of you. As long as it

A Waste—Not A Bargain 
1"HE members of-a church in an Oregon 


town occasionally give benefit dinners 


to raise funds. Last year, it" was decided 
to buy a pig on the hoof instead of purchas- 
ing cuts of pork from a butcher. The mem- 
bers figured that this would result in a sub- 
stantial saving, by* eliminating tre profits 
and the expenses involved in the commer- 
cial distribution of meat. 


But, logical as this seemed, disillusionment 


followed. 
It was found that • the 
dressed 


pork they got from their pig actually cost 
more per pound than had they bought it 
from a store at the going retail price. Since 
then, they have patronized a local meat 
market. 


The reason the whole pig resulted in a 


cash loss is found in the make-up of the 
animal. A 240-pound pig, for instance, sup- 
plies only about 100 pounds of • desirable 
cuts, along with 20 pounds of other vuts 
which arc in small demand. 


Finally, there is some 90 pounds of pig 


which is inedible and 100 'percent useless 
to the consumer of meat. But it is not 
useless to the packer. They carefully save 
and process all the by-products, and mar- 
ket them in the form of medicines, leather, 
animal feeds, industrial lubricants and so 
on. And the money the packers get in this 
fashion makes it possible to sell meat for 
substantially less than would be the case 
otherwise. 


So—buying that pig on the hoof is a waste 


of money instead of a bargain.

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


FOR ABOUT one-half to two-thirds of 


the women who are pregnant, the first 
three months of prospective motherhood 
are accompanied by a disheartening 
condition known as morning sickness. 


They^expcricncc, to a greater or lesser 


degree, nausea and vomiting. Most of 
these women can be helped, although 
some of thcm may even require hospi- 
taiization. 


The cause for vomiting of pregnancy 


has not as yet been determined. How- 
ever, theories prevail blaming the release 
of certain poisons (toxins) within thc 
body, or naming infection as the cause. 


Some psychiatrists have gone so far as 


to say that the disease is due to a form 
of nervousness on thc part of thc mother. 


Thc few women who have the severe 


nausea and vomiting of pregnancy must 
be fed by injection of food into a vein 
for many days until the vomiting has 
ceased. 


Recently, 
a 
liquid 
medicine was 


devised, made up of a special type of 
.starch and carbohydrate solution which 
has been phosphorated. 


Up to 79 percent of thc women with 


morning sickness were helped by taking 
large doses of this solution. 


Another preparation containing many 


of thc B complex vitamins, which arc 
usually obtained in insufficient amounts 
in the diets of thc women with severe 
vomiting, has also been made available 
recently. 


In addition,, this medicine contains an 


anti-spasmodic, mild sedative, and a 
local anesthetic agent. The results ob- 
tained with this substance were very 
promising for relief o'f thc severe cases 
of nausea and vomiting in pregnancy. 


Of course, every pregnant woman 


.should sec her physician as early in 
pregnancy as possible and should consult 
with him regularly concerning treatment 
for any disorder which may develop. 
He may want to use a vitamin-sedative 
mixture, if excessive vomiting should 
occur.

TO ALL EMPLOYEES: 


In my letter of September 29, I gave you a report on the strike 


situation and the results of negotiations up to that time. The letters 
and 'phone calls received in response to that letter confirmed our 
impression that your leaders had not seen fit to keep you informed 
find we presume they have not advised you of the latest developments. 


This letter will give you a report on the meeting held Octo- 


ber 8 at the request of Mr. Charles Schmidt of the Pennsylvania 
Mediation and Conciliation Service. It will also correct implica- 
tions contained in your President's statement as reported "by 1,he 
"Mercury" on October 10. 


At the above mentioned meeting, Mr. Robbins presented for your 


Committee a new set of demands as follows: 


1. Eliminate the present range of rates in each job level now 


in effect and establish the top rate as -the single rate 
for each level. 


2. All employees to be immediately raised to the^ top rate of 


their level. (This means that a new employee would imme- 
mediately receive the same pay as one who has gained skill 
and experience on the job). 


3. Create a new job level for toolmakers and patternmakers to 


' be 11 cents higher than the present top rate for mechanics 
1 and negotiate,as to who shall be in this classification. ^~- 


4. After these adjustments have been made, a general wage 


increase of 13 cents per hour on all rates. 


5. A pension plan-^to become effective August 1, 1954. 


6. A two-year contract with the right to make additional wage 


demands including the right to strike at the expiration 
of the present contract in August, 1954. 


Your President is quoted in the "Mercury" as saying,."At the 


last meeting (in July) we were told by the body to/go out and get a 
better offer. We haven't gotten a better offer and that's why 
there's been no settlement. We will have to wait until the Company 
comes across with a better offer." This statement implies that the 


Company has refused to budge from its original position and in 
effect refused to bargain. This is not true. 


As reported in my last letter, at the first meeting on 


July 21 Company Representatives received a list of demands from your 
Committee. At the second meeting on July 28, your Committee was told 
_why we could not meet these demands, but at the same time we made a ( 
percentage offer equal to about 6 cents per hour. This offer was in 
line with settlements made by competitors and still equals the 
average of recent settlements in our industry. If you were present at) 
your last Union meeting on July 29, this was the proposal you re- 
portedly voted to reject, instructing your committee to seek a better 
offer and authorizing a strike, v 


At the meeting held on July 31, the Company increased its 


offer to a straight 7 cents and finally,to avert a strike, went to 
S-Va cents. When it became evident that no settlement could be 
reached at that meeting, the Company urged your Committee to permit 
you to continue to work and any settlement agreed to later to be 
retroactive to August 1, 1953. As you know, this proposal was re- 
jected and as a result, many of you have lost your regular wages for 
practically 11 weeks and all of you have lost the retroactive in- 
crease which would have accrued during the period of the strike. 


While the Company did not agree to a pension plan at the 


July 31st meeting, it has made a number of proposals on pensions 
since then. These are included in the Company's offer presented to 
your Committee before the State Conciliator, Thursday, October 8, 
and summarized as follows: 


1. A general wage increase of 8-a/2 cents at once. 


2. A pension plan similar to Basic Steel to go into effect 


August 1, 1954, based on a two-year contract with provision 
for further wage reopening in August, 1954, but providing 
also that in the event of failure to agree on those de- 
mands, there would be no strike or lockout during the 
period of the contract. 


Based on the above, it is hard to understand the implication 


that the Company has refused to improve its offer or to bargain in 
good faith. 


We have more than matched the settlements made by the majority 


of the companies in our industry. 
Since a number of these companies 


are organised by the United Steelworkers of America (C.I.O) we 
cannot understand the reason for the excessive demands made by your 
Committee. Our offer represents the maximum that the Company can 
absorb and remain competitive. The attitude of your Committee can 
only result in continued loss of wages for many of you. As long as it 
prevails, it is futile to hold additional meetings and no further 
meetings have been scheduled.

She was soon to be 
taken captive by Nebuchadnezzar, 
and, except for a brief period, 
she was never to know freedom 
again until our generation. Israel 
also rebelled against Jehovah, but 
Jeremiah, looking ahead, saw hope 
for his people in what he called 
& new covenant. 


"Behold the days come, saith 


the Lord, that I will make a new 
covenant with the house of Israel 
and with the house of Judah. 


"This shall be the covenant that 


I will make with the house of 
Israel: After these days, saith the 
Lord, I will put My law in their 
inward parts, and write it in 
their hearts: and I will be their 
God, and they shall be My people. 


"And they shall teach no more 


every man his neighbor, and every 
'•man his ^brother,- saying, Know 
the Lord: for they shall all know 
Me, from the least of them unto 
the greatest of them, saith the 
Lord; for I wiH forgive their in- 
iquity, and I will remember their 
sin no more." 


In the beautiful Sermon on the 


Mount, Jesus taught His disciples 
the Christian way of life, and 
children may be made to realize 
clearly "that Jesus' teaching is the 
way to happy living. While it is 
not always easy to act in Chris- 
tian ways, we can all, young and 
old, ask His help and receive iL

Children are often "persecuted" 


by playmates: for instance, the 
boy who is called a "sissy" be- 
cause he will not do what others 
consider manly because he knows 
it is wrong. Also the girl who is 
being teased by her friends be- 
cause she refuses to do some- 
thing of which she knows her 
mother and her conscience disap- 
prove. It is a persecution that is 
very real to these children. 


However, says J. R. Miller: "No 


one has ever endured persecution 
with submission and patience but 
the world has been made better. 
Every drop of martyr blood that 
has. fallen to the ground has 
caused some plant of righteous- 
ness to grow more luxuriantly." 


Do you remember Nicodemus, a 


Jewish ruler who came to Jesus 
to learn of His gospel ? Jesus had 
told him that he must be reborn 
to see the kingdom of God. How 
could he, a grown man, be born 
again? asked the puzzled man. 
Jesus' answer was, "Except a man 
be born of water and of the 
Spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom.of God.',' 


The hope of a better world to- 


day lies in a change of human 
hearts. Sin in the heart expresses 
itself in willfulness, folly, crime, 
selfishness which are opposed to 
God's will for a good world. There 
is a way God has provided by 
which repentant men can find 
this new life through Jesus Christ, 
"I can do things through Christ 
which strengthened me," Paul 
writes to the Philippians. 


"Wherefore gird up the loins 


of your mind, be sober, and hope 
to the end for the grace that .is 
to be brought unto you at the 
revelation of Jesus Christ 


"As obedient children, not fash- 


ioning yourselves according to the 
former lusts in your ignorance: 
but as He which hath called you 
is holy, so be ye holy in all man- 
ner of conversation: because it is 
written, Be ye holy; for I am 
holy." 


There is much in this lesson 


that can bring out discussion 
among children, young people or 
adults. These can lead to a bet- 
ter understanding of w h a t a 
Christian life should be and pro- 
mote a desire to live such a life.
